Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed an amendment to the preamble of claim 20 
which changes the language from "may have" to "suspected of having". Applicant provides that in the context of in vivo 
hemolysis, there are many markers and proteins that are released in addition to hemoglobin and adenylate kinase from 
red blood cells; hence, while each one is said to correlate to erythrocyte hemolysis, these two markers are each distinct 
from the other and should not be equated as directly correlated to the other since there are in vivo phenomena that 
affect the resulting concentration of one and not the other. Applicant claims to using adenylate kinase as an 
erythrocyte hemolysis marker to diagnose erythrocyte hemolysis because of its advantage of accuracy and not being 
affected by processes that affect, i.e. decrease, the amount of hemoglobin, and provide inaccurate results. Such 
phenomena are not seen in blood stored in storage bags such as in the teaching of Olsson. Examiner suggested 
reiterating discussion from the interview into Applicant's Response . 
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
